Use on ly as directed. Thorough ly read and understand the label before mak­
ing any application. Do not apply thi s product through any type of sprinkler 
irri gation system. 

Application Instructions 
GREEN KEEPER contains gibberellic acid and kinetin. which are extremely 
potent plant growth regulators. When appl ying plant growth regulators, 
deviat ions from the label directions in the rates, tim ings, water vol umes, or 
the adoption of untested spray mi xes, w ill result in undes irable effects. 
A !ways consult the State Extens ion Service Speciali st in your area for the 
spray regimen best suited to your conditions. · 
• Do not apply to plants under pest, nutritional or water stress. 
• When a range of rates is indicated, use the concentration and spray 

volume recommended loca ll y by the State Extension Service Special­
ist.

For opt imum effectiveness, thorough spray coverage must be 
ach ieved. All pai1s of the plant or crop must receive the spray or de­
sired results wi ll not occur. Prepare solution concentrations by mi xing 
the required a mount of product with water in a clean , empty spray 
tank . Discard any unused spray material at the end of each day fol­
lowing local. state or Federal Law. 
For best resu lts, the water pH must be around neutral and always 
below 8.5. 

• GREEN KEEPER applications made under slow drying conditions 
(cool to warm temperatures, medium to high relative humidity and no 
wind) wil l increase absorption by the pl ant, thus optimizing effective­
ness. Nigh t-time applications are enco uraged w hen day-time condi­
tions are not conducive to slow drying conditions. 

• Product pers istence: GREEN KEEPER must be reappli ed if signifi ­
cant rain occurs within 2 hours of application . 

• Compatibility: If the tank mix combination has not been used previ ­
ously, contact a Stoll er representative or conduct a jar test to test for 
compa tibility. Use a small jar and mix a small amount of spray, com­
bining a ll ingredients in the same ratio as the anticipated use. If any 
ind ications of physical incompatibility develop , do not use th is mi x­
ture fo r spray ing. Indications of incompatibility usually wi ll appear 
within 5 to 15 minutes after mixing . To ensure maximum crop safety 
and product performance, follow al l precautions and limitat ions on 
thi s label and labels of products used in the tank mixture with GREEN 
KE EPER. 

• For aerial appli cations, spray volumes must be greater than 2 gallons 
per acre (20 I/ha), IO gallons per acre for tree crops ( I 00 I/ha). For 
ground applica tions, apply Green Keeper in 5 to I 00 gallons of water 
per ac re (50 to 950 I/ha). Use sufficient water to obtain uniform cov­
erage without excessive run-off. 

• No preharvest interval is required for thi s product. Observe the 4-hr. 
REI.
